Mr. Jennrich stated there has been an application request in the Town of Nokomis for a 2.5-acre 

parcel to have an animal boarding facility.  The owner/applicant would lease 2.5 acres to have the 

required 5 acres for the project. 

Motion by Scott Holewinski, second by Billy Fried to have the applicant apply for the permit 

and proceed with the leasing of the property.  Staff will send the request to the Town for their 
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input and bring back to committee.  With all members present voting “aye”, the motion 

carried.
